Baron Muller wiſhes the Foreign Miniſters migbt 
have their Payment for this Tear. I can do nothing in 
it, not knowing your Vill thereupon, nor what you have 
already paid upon that account. The beſt way, if you con d 
get the Money from France, were to pay them out of that, 
both for this Tear and the next. IT ſbou'd be glad if you 
won'd pleaſe to give me your Iuſtructions upon this Head. 

The King has detained M. Hopken and Me longer 
than We at firſt expected. The Reviews, and the 
frequent Alterations in the Expeditions, are what haus 
retarded our Departure. 3 

The manner of levjing the Taxes for the next Tear, 
as alſo the Licent-Ordnung, has been at length regu= 
lated ; tho in the latter the King did not entirely fol.

What is now to be done, is to ſettle the Eflimates 
for the next Tear.
